SISTANTS RECEIVED NEWS.

GOOD CHEER FROM THE STATE. 


Complaints From Voters Received 
Prompt Attention and Charges 
of Fraud Were Investigated. 


The headquarters of the Democratic 
State Committee were opened at 6 o’clock 
Tuesday morning for the. convenience of 
voters confronted with probléms that they 
could not solve for themselves, 

There were few applications for informa- 
tion garlier than 9 o’clock, the instructions 
to voteis having been thorough. Until that 
hour, too, it was too early for reports, eith- 
er from the city polling places or from 
points out in the State. The headquarters 
were accordingly rather quiet, though it 
was the calm of confidence over victory as- 
sured. 

Chairman Sam B. Cook of the State Com- 
mittee and Chairman Harvey W. Salmon of 
the Executive Committee were at head- 
quarters as early as 7 o’clock, Gov. Wm. 
J. Stone came in a little later, and then 
the visitors began coming. a 

The first arrivals were a couple of voters 
who had moved out of their precincts since 
registering, and did not know whether they 


were entitled to vote. 

Others came in to receive instructions on 
various points and the crowd of visitors 
kept growing steadily. 

At 10 o' clock a telegram was received by 
Chairman Salmon of the Executive Com- 
mittee from Kansas City as follows: 

“More than one-half of the vote cast 
at 9:30 o’clock. Bryan will carry it beyond 
all doubt. 

(Signed), HENRY WOODWARD.” 

Chairman Salmon announced the contents 
‘of the telegram and it created the greatest 
enthusiasm, as it was signed by a man 
in whose reliability the committee has the 
greatest confidence. 


Directly after the receipt of the telegram 
news reached headqarters of intimidation 
by Sheriff Troll’s provisional deputies in 
the Sixteenth and Twenty-eighth Wards. A 
man who requested that his name be with- 
held as he is employed by a “‘goldbug boss 
reported that at all the Sixteenth Ward 
polling places and at a number in the Twen- 
ty-eighth Ward, Troll’s deputies had pla- 
carded the inside walls contrary to law with 
posters charging the police with intimida- 
tion, and had littered the booths with hand- 
bills calling upon the voters to support 
Charles F. Joy.

When the Tribune and Commercial Ga- 
zette consolidated there was an aching void 
left, which the N N of the newspaper 
are aching to fill. The Tribune as original 
ly started was the outcome of a genera! pro- 
test against the boss methods of Cincin- 
nati politics, and the dirtiness of Cincinnati 
journalism. It changed hands a couple of 
years ago and was badly managed and poor- 
ly edited, a status which has continued 
since the consolidation, as shown by the 
great loss in circulation of the —̃ — 
pers now known as the Commercial ri- 
bune. The new paper may succeed, but that 
is more than any of the half score or more 
new papers here in twenty years has done.

Then he was driven to Germania Hall, 
where the German-Americans of Omaha 
listened and applauded the nominee wildly. 
His speech was along the same lines as 
others given during the day. 

The next speech was delivered to the 
Swedish Bimetallic League and a large 
crowd of Scandinavians heard the nominee. 
Mr. Bryan told of his trip through Minne- 
sota and predicted that State would go 
Democratic. 

The Bohemians heard the nominee at 
Metz Hall and applauded him wildly while 
he told them of the efforts of their country 
and abroad to secure bimetallism. 

Creighton Hall was packed when Mr. 
Bryan reached the place, and, here, too, 
the nominee was loudly cheered and his 
utterances were enthusiastically received. 

The last speech of the night was at 
Creighton Opera House, and this ended a 
campaign surpassing all others as regards 
the work done by a single man. It was 
after a theatrical performance had closed, 
and a short speech by Gov. Holcomb had 
been made. His speech was delivered with 
a vigor unsurpassed by any he had mado, 
and the enthusiasm which greeted him was 
only excelled when at the close he said: 

“They tell us we must worship the 
golden calf. I say that the American people 
will not bow down to foreign dictation, but 
are determined to restore the gold and sil- 


‘ver coinage of the Constitution and lead in 


the restoration of bimetallism throughout 
the world.” 


Mr. Bryan was given one of the greatest 
receptions of his entire tour by Lincoln, his 
home city. He spoke from the balcony of the 


Lincoln Hotel and addressed an audience 


which filled the streets in the n 
vicinity. This address was made largely to 
Mr. Bryan’s neighbors, and contain more 
personal allusions to himself than any 


| spéech of the long series he has made. No 
gold emblems were displayed. The applause 


was frequent and general. Mr. Bryan pref- 
aced his remarks with a reference to the 
fact that the people on the east- 
ern coast called it a sectional question, 
but they had found out that it was not a 
sectional question. It was, he said, a great 
controversy between the.money power and 
the common people of this country. In con- 
clusion he said: ~ 

J have stated that if elected I shall: not 
be absent from you for more than four 
years. When I stated it I meant it, and I 


| want you to believe in my sincerity when 


I say so. I believe that the office is at-

THERE WILL BE NO INQUEST. 


The Girl Had a Well Defined Ailment 
and the Doctors Say It 
Killed Her. 


Gertie Fox, the 14-year-old girl who was 
reported in Monday's Post-Dispatch as dy- 
ing at the City Hospital from a mysterious 


cause, died at 6:30 p. m. 
A post-mortem examination was con- 


ducted by Dr. Louis J, Wolfort Tuesday. He 


found that the girl’s death was due to py- 
elonephrosis. 

When the girl was at the City Hospital 
Monday noon she had all the symptoms of 
opium poisoning. The pupils of her eyes 
were contracted, she was unconscious and 
Dr. Sutter at first 8 the trouble as 
opium poisoning. en, the girl Was 
brought to the hospital no history of the 
case accompanied her. 

The girl’s appearance, coupled with the 
statement of her grandmother that she did 
not exhibit any of these symptoms until she 

takon three doses of the medicine, war- 
ranted Dr. Sutter in thinking the girl was 
suffering from opium poisoning. 

He made a tho examination later 
and found that Gertie 


was euffering from 
uraemia. He also saw that morphine had 
been administered Nypodermically, but not 
in sufficient quantities to produce death, 
Enough had been administered, however, to 
cause the pupils of the eyes to contract. 

Gertie Fox lived with her grandmother, 
Mrs. Hester Stephens, at 1858 South Thir- 
teenth street. er grandmother did not 
know what Gertie’s ailment was. She 
tho t she had chills, and secured a bot- 
tle medicine, rr mainly of qui- 
nine, from Dr. Stoffel at the Lafayette Dis- 
pengary. She gave the medicine, but the 

irl grew worse. Sunday night she sent 
ora physician who soon discovered that 
the an! was suffering from kidney trouble. 
He injected morphine in the girl’s arm 
and told Mrs. Stephens tp send the child 
to the City Hospital. 

The y was turned over to the Coroner 
Tuesday morning and under his direction 
a post mortem examination was held. As 
the finding was that the girl came to her 
death from natura] causes, and there were 
no suepicious circumstances apparent, the 
Coroner said he would not hold an inquest 
unless the report of the police, when re- 
ceived, showed something that demanded 
further investigation.
